He told what he thought would be the 
most acceptable lie and the most 
beneficial to his selfish cause. 

What young Ted Shonkwiler, Otter- 
bein college student and candidate for a 
Westerville city council seat, didn't know 
ts that the die he told is older than water 
and baseball. 

On Feb. 22; Shonkwiler called Wester- 
ville police to report he had been ac- 
costed and shot by ‘a tall black man."’ 
He said the man asked his name and 


demanded to see some identifigation. 
“The man then shot me from a short 
distance,” he declared. 


Last week, however, Shonkwiler, 


seemingly plagued by his conscience 
confessed to Westerville Police Chief 
Harry Schutte that he had lied in an ef- 
fort to generate more publicity for his 
councilmanic campaign. Shonkwiler ad- 
“ mitted he had shot himself with a 22 
caliber.revotver and then had thrown the 


borrowed weapon on top of a ‘garage a 
few teet away from the scene of the 
imagined encounter, 

Though. many such untruths are 
usually not believable, but when told 
by white men and women to cover up 
their dastardly deeds, they are in 
Numerous instances acceptabie in the 
community, in the courts and by the 
police establishment. 

Theusands of black men and women, 
down through the years, have been lyn- 


ched, shot, electrocuted or jailed for 
long, inhuman terms as a result of some 
white’ woman screaming rape when 
caught with her black lover, or some 
white man placing the blame on a black 
when confronted with taw breaking 


Situations such as burglary, robbery, » 


thievery and murder. 

Shonkwiler, a Political Science major 
at Otterbein, may have recalled from 
some of his studies the problems 
existing between whites and blacks in 


America and decided he could live no 
longer with the lie he had perpetrated, 

The budding young politician, who en- 
tertained delusions of becoming Gover- 
nor. of Ohio, is not being looked upon 
too harshly by the Westerville com- 
munity. 

Roy Metz, city prosecutor, is quoted as 
saying he would have to wait awhile 
before deciding whether to chargé 
Shonkwiler with filing a falsé report with 
the police department. Police’ Chief 
Schutte called the young liar a “very

In. discussing some of the 
criteria that HEW uses to de- 
termine eligibility for the 
funds, Mines said that eligi- 
bility can come by desegre- 
gation of teachers.

The two un- 
injured hostages escaped 
soon after the shooting of 
Stephenson and calied 
Police. 

DeJamette, however, nad 
made his getaway and wasn't 
captured until several weeks 
later when his estrange wife, 
Gloria Jean DeJamette, con- 
sented to be used as bait to 
trap OeJamette. 

She reportedly tipped 
police off that she was to 
meet the wanted man at a 
Cleveland Ave., sandwich 
shop. She also induced 
DeJamette to leave nis .38 
caliber pistol in her car when 
they left for the sandwich 
shop. When they walked from 
the place, police arrested him 
without incident. 

Otto Beatty Jr., defense at- 
tomey, entered. pleas of not _ 
guilty and not guilty by 
reason of insanity.

Lean Years At Neighborhood 
House Recalled By Joe Wall 


By MICK! SELTZER 

Joseph H. Wail, retired af- 
ter 27 years as executive 
director of Neighborhood 
House, recalls the days when 
settlement houses were, in . 
tact, settlements. 

Wall spent the early years 


~ of nis career, after graduation 


from Columbia University, at 
the Union Settlement House 
in East Harlem in New York 
City. 

At that time, he said, the 
entire staff resided at the 
house. Dinner was often 
spent conferring with a 
prominent or knowledgeable ~ 
person who had been invited 
in as a resource. 

After a stint in the Army, 


' Walt was-told about a-“real 


challenge" in Columbus, 
Ohio. 

“| knew whenever they 
have a challenge they don't 
have the money,” Wall 
recalled with a grin, 

But he took the job as 
executive director of Neigh- 
borhood House, That was in 
1945..Wail was honored Sun- 
day at a retirement dinner 
given by the Neighborhood 
House Board of Directors. 

One might say Neigh- 
borhood House has come a 
long way since Wall has been 
there. That would, however, 
only be partially true. A- 
though the settlement house 
has twice-moved into larger 
facilities and has greatly ex- 
panded its services, its 
modern new building is 
located in almost the same 
spot as the original building 
where Neighborhood House 
began in 1909. 

That_.building, located at 
Galloway and Leonard, was 
still the Neighborhood House 
location when .Wall came 
there in 1945. A converted 
Store and residence, it was 
nowhere near adequate, Wall 
said, 

The. contract between then 
and now is particularly vivid 


when-comparing budgets. . 


Wall's budget in 1945 was 
$9,100, compared with a 
budget today of $250,000 
(funded by United Appeal 
Model! Cities and fees.) Out of 
that $9,100 came Wal!’s 
$3,000 salary plus salaries for

tenance man, full-time pre— 
school worker and an OSU

Un-ti last year the Triple A teams played 
their finals on Saturday evening. ve 

Alt of the four teams playing in Class AAA tournament 
had at least one black player on the squad. Columbus South 
was the Only school with an all-black team. Akron Central 
fad 11 black players and one white. Cincinnati Elder, a 
Catholic high school, nad one biack player and 12 whites. 
Elyna had three biacks and 10 whites. 

Of the four teams in Class A Tournament only Mansfield 
St..Peter had black players (two)..in Class AA tournament, 
Columbus Bishop Ready had six black players and Bellefon- 
taine had three. Ready defeated Bellefontaine 60-47 in the 
semi-final game: : 

One of the players on Belletontaine Chieftains was Larry 
Ratieff, the first cousin of Ed Ratleff, the All-American from 
Long Beach State and East High School. Larry stands 6-3 
and weighs 150 Ibs. He is a freshman and played the last 
minute of the game. He had four cousins trom Ridgeway to 
cheer for him. They were Reese Whetsel, Tim Whetsel, Ed 
Whetsel and Max Ginn. These four young men played on 
Ridgemont High Schoo! team which finished the season with 
a 14-4 record. Max is-the son of Mr.-and-Mrs. Lomax Ginn of 
Columbus, Mrs. Ginn was formerly Jean Whetsel and at- 
tended high school in Ridgeway. 

The State Triple A basketball crown was won by a 
scrappy group of basketball players from Cincinnati Elder. 
Thig was the first time a Cincinnati high school team ever 
won the Triple A title.

First and foremost, a pro- 
spective player must be 
academically eligible. 
According to NCAA reguila- 
tions he must be capable of 
succesfully completing 
College level courses. Or, as 
the ruling’is worded, he must 
be able to exhibit academic 
ability by achievement. of-a 
certain level.

Suppose we. talk about 
Oscar (Big O) Robertson. 
when he. played at the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati, 

4t was an“ easy basket, 
maybe the easiest in Robert- 
son's life. Before a packed 
house in the University of 
Cincinnati fieldhouse, he 
took a pass, found himself 
momentarily -uncovered and 
raced in. for a layup. With a 
mighty spring, he shot his 6-5 
frame high into the air and 
neatly dropped the basketball 
into the basket as the crowd 
went wild. The “Big O” had 
finally broken the only 
college record left beating 
out the 2,587 points that 
Wake Forest's Dickie Hemric 


had accumulated in his four 


years of varsity basketball. 

The “Big O" srored 29° 
points against Houston that 
eventful night and he~kept 
right on scoring in the eight 
remaining Cincinnati games 
to post a new record of 2,973 
points. 

Now he was ready to help 
Uncle Sam take the basket-

The _Hariem__Globetrotters. 
and the Cincinnati Royals of 
the NBA were willing to go 
high for him, The Trotters 
were in a desparate need of a 
“name” attraction and of- 
fered Robertson $65,000 for 
the 1958-59 season. Robert- 
son would have to earn it 
with seven months of basket- 
ball. 

The Royals could not 
match that kind of money, but 
they offered Oscar the 
prestige of NBA play, a shor- 
‘ter season and a chance to 
live and play in Cincinnati,. 
where he was a household 

* word. 

Pepper Wilson, the Royals" 
general manager stated that 
without Oscar the club was 
nearly through. “We have 
been waiting for him for a 
long time,” he said. 

In fact the Royals, who had 
exclusive draft “rights and 
probably the inside track to 
Robertson's services, had 
been waiting practically since 
the day the tall, solidly built 
star set foot, in’ Cincinnati to 
begin his college career. The 
big star wasn't exactly and 
unknown quantity even then. 
At Crispus Attucks High 


School Indianapolis, Ind, he~ 


set a’ bundie of records, 
finishing with 1,825 points in 
91 games and pacing At- 
tucks, then an All-Negro high 
school, to 61 victories in 62 
games over his last two 
years.

Never missing a tip-off in 
four years, Beasley started 
100 games, a modern mark. 
He was the first freshman in 
10 years to crack Wit- 
tenberg’s starting lineup.

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Top 
level decision-makers of 
President Nixon's Cabinet 
and Members of Congress 
joined in dialogue last week- 
end on the vital issues of the 
U.S. domestic economy with 
key leaders of the nation's 
black business and profes- 
sional associations in an un- 
precedented. two-day Wash- 
ington Briefing, hosted by the 
National Business League. 

“Nobody cares if blacks 
are in business or not,” 
Berkeley —G. Burrell, NBL 
President told the business 
leaders prior to the- first 
briefing session. “But this 
meeting is intended to ser- 
vice the constituency of 
minorities attempting to enter 
the_mainstream_of American 
economy for whether they're 
going in the midstream, 
sideways or backwards, 
somebody needs to represent 
them.” Burrell continued in 
describing this briefing as the 
first program step of NBL, the 
nation’s oldest and largest 
business organization, in a 
national advocacy leadership 
role for black business and 
professional associations, 

Highly significant and fruit- 
ful, the off-the-record Briefing 
afforded black business and 
professional leaders a com- 
prehensive review of the 
economic profile of this na- 
tion. While such briefing are 
commonplace for the majority 
business sector, the occasion 
was historic for black 
business groups, The op- 
portunity to obtain responses 
to specific questions on in- 
flation and effects of federal 
cut-backs' and impoundment 
as well as the opportunity to 
give valuable input into top- 
agency thinking was 
beneficial in transforming ad-

reports into: constructive ac- 
tion based upon awareness 
of the total economic 
situation. 

In a cold and objective 
business atmosphere, with

Secretary James Lynn. of

Educators Homes Called 
Historic Landmarks 


WILBERFORCE, Ohio - 
Two Central State University 
landmarks -- the home of two 
pioneer black educators — 
have been entered in the 
National Register of Historic 
Places. 

Scarborough House and 
Homewood Cottage,both on 
Brush. Row Road adjacent to 
the Central State campus, 
have been designated as 
historic -landmarks because 
of their association with 
William S. Scarborough and 
Hallie Q.. Brown. 

Scarborough House is a 
two and .a half story frame 
residence in the Queen Anne 


* mode. Built in 1908, it is too 


late to be strictly Victorian in 
Style; the high myitiple roofs, 
irregular massing, bay win- 
dows and porches are 
characteristic of the Queen 
Ann style. 

When first built and oc- 
cupied by Scarborough as 
the official school residence, 
the house was his privately 
owned home. After his death 
in 1926, the house served as 
a_traternity house for Aipha 
Phi Alpha for nearly two 
decades. Ownership of the 
house was transferred to 
Wilberforce University in 
1926. In 1947, when Central 
State began operating .in- 
dependently from Wilberforce 
University, the Nous became 
the property of the state un- 
der the administration control 
of CSU.

Whites Heed Afro- 
Senate Panel Told 


By AUDREY DUPUY 


COLUMBUS — Eleven wit- 
nesses from across the state 
appeared at the Ohio Senate 
Education Committee's first 
hearing last Wednesday night 
on Senate Bill 105 to testify 
for the bill that would require 
the teaching of Black history 
in alt Ohio . secondary 
schools, 

About 250 Ohioans turned 
out in support of the bill, in- 
cluding educators, civic 
Jeaders,..and . concerned 
private citizens. 

The bill specifies that all in- 
struction’ in American and 
Ohio History include a balan- 
ced presentation of the 
history of American people of 
-Aftican. descent, and 
State Board of Education 


shall establish guidelines 
relative to the curricula con- 
tent of courses fulfilling these 
requirements. 

Sen. William F. Bowen (D- 
Cincy), the principal sponsor, 
said that the bill is directed at 
the problem of getting Blacks 
into the American history 
courses. 

“We cannot afford to allow 
even one child to get an 
erased picture of American 
history,” Bowen asserted. 

Dr. Harold Horton, Asst. 
Professor of Education at 
Capital University, told the 
committee that the American 
public schools are designed 
to serve a white, middie class 
population. 

He quoted the finding of 
the United States .Cqmmis.. 
sion on Civil Rights which re- 


vealed that students of dif- 
ferent raciat~ backgrounds 
who study each other's 
history and heritage tend to 
be less prejudiced and less 
fearful of the other group. 

He urged the committee to 
recognize the failure of the 
past and incorporate the his- 
tory of. African Americans 
into the school curriculum. 

The only white to testify for 
the bill, Or. Helen Howard, 
OSU instructor in Education, 
said that it is important for 
the white citizenry to know 
about Black fistory and 
Black culture in-order to rid 
themselves of their racist atti- 
tudes, 

Speaking as an educator 
and a participant in Ohio 
Schoo},.systems for 37 years, 
Or: Howard said that America

became the official 
president's home when oc- 
Charles #. 
Wesley. Dr. Harry Groves and 
Dr. Herman Branson also 
used Scarborough House as 
their official homes while ser- 
ving Central State.

An interesting feature 
still evident in Scarborough 
House is the simple interior 
woodwork, the product of the 
individual carpentry students 
who built the hy x: 


Homewood Cottage, 
currently used 3 faculty 
housing, is a rectangular, 


two-story frame building. The 
front facade’ is five-bay with 
entrance in the center from a 
three-bay porch of Victorian 
design. The porch features 
four detailed bracketed 
columns supporting a 
Stylized-entablature: = 


The Wilberforce residence 
of Hallie Q. Brown, 
Homewood Cottage is the 
primary structure associated 
with the active ‘life of this 
“great- American: The-Hallie-Q: 
Brown Memorial “Library at 
Central State and the Hallie 
Quinn Brown Community 
House in St. Paul, Minnesota, 
are named in honor of this 


remarkable woman. of letters 
whose writings present a true 
picture of the history and life 
of the Negro in America: The 
library owns Miss Brown's 
unpublished lectures, papers - 
and correspondence. 

A graduate of Wilberforce 
University in—1873, Miss 
Brown was. appointed 
professor of elocution there 
in 1898; she spent many 
years as an instructor in the 
English department and as a 
member, of the Board of 
Trustees. 


Miss Brown. was in great 
demand as a public speaker; 
she made the first of several 
European. trips in 1894 and 
was entertained by Queen 
Victoria at tea in Windsor 
Castle in 1899. Out of her ef- 
forts to raise money abroad 
for Wilberforce came Emery 
Hall, a dormitory: erected in 
1910. 

Among the many honors

What started out as a house afire. 
the Equal Rights for Women 
constitutional amendment has 
almost Come to a screeching halt 
as the proponents battle to secure 
the remaining 10 states necessary 
to ratify it into law. 

Congress  gpproved the 
amendment in March of 1972, and 
after a full year, the amendment has 
won ratification in 28 states and 
now. needs 10 more_ratifications 
(ingluding Ohio's) between now and 
1979. 

The amendment's 
provisions are: 

SECTION 1. Equality of rights 
under the law shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or by 
any State on account of sex. 

SECTION 2. The Congress shall 
have the power to enforce, by 
appropriate tegistation. the 
provisions of this article. 

SECTION 3. This amendment 
shall take effect two years after the 
date of ratification.

_refused to ratify the amendment, 


and the dilemma of Buckeye 
legislators is understandable, since 
strong arguments, both pro and 
con, can be made by supporters 
and opponents.

To Use Political Power 


| am sure many readers of this 
column are cognizant-of the many 
times | have written on the im- 
portance of intelligent political ac- 
tion. 

Election after election re- 
emphasizes the main points of my 
contention: that a voteless people 
are .a helpless people.. That we are 
the most calloused and indifferent 
people about registering and voting 
in America. 

We are the -targest—victims. of 
governmental indifference, yet, 
when the opportunity.comes tor us 
to make our impact felt on those 
who operate our various govern- 


“Mental, offices, and/or:to put some 


of our own in these positions, we 
show little interest and no support 
at the polis, 

The government will give us 
charity, but it will never give us 


political offices. These we must win, 


by our own effort. It is not to our, 
Credit that we usually win public of- 
fice only when we run in areas 
where we are a majority of those 
voting. 

it has always been amazing to 
me as to how white voters can spot 
and identify Negro candidates on 
the ballot and vote against them, 
yet, Negro voters seemingly can't 
find their own candidates’ names 
and vote for them. Or, is it they 
know these candidates and just 
deliberately won't vote for them out 
of spite or ignorance? 

* Whatever the reasons are, the 
Negro remains the most indifferent 
and uni 
America. 

Trying to do something in the 
field of political research and in- 
vestigation on Negro political 
behavior is the Joint Center for 
Political Studies in Washington, 
D.C. This is'a private, non-partisan 
Organization funded by the’ Ford 
Foundation, which provides 
— fesearch, information, educationat 
services and special assistance fo 
Black- and other minority group 

elected officials and other in- 
dividuals and organizations con- 
cemed with minority interests. 

The most recent study released 
by the Center, _is_its__report: 
“Political Black Voter influence in 
Congressional Districts, The _in- 
formation in the report is very 
valuable to those who see ‘politics 
as the opening door to the 


fullfillment_of our civil-rights goals, 


On the matter of Congressional 
Opportunities tor Blacks, the Center 
says: 

~ Black voters have considerable 
potential influence in determining 
the outcome of races in’ 86 
congressional districts around the 
country according to a study by the 
Joint Center for Political, Studies. 

The. study showed: 

1) Blacks make up 25: percent or 
more. of the population in- 58 
congressional districts of .voting 
members. 

2) In 51 congressional districts, 
the number of blacks of voting age 


potenttat-voter in 


is roughly two or more times the 
margin of victory for the winning 
candidate in the 1972 congression- 
congressional. election, indicating 
that heavy turnouts of black voters 
in those districts could be very in- 
fluential if all other factors 
remained constant. 

There are 23 congressional 
districts which are included in both 
the above categories, for a net total 
of 86 different districts which meet 
one or both of those descriptions. 

In tne’ districts in which black 
voting age population far surpasses 
the winner's margin, there is par- 
ticularly great potential for blacks 
torinfluence elections. However, ac- 
cording to the JCPS report, the | 
relatively low tumout of biack 
voters in past elections nas tended 
to reduce their impact. 

On the basis of Census Bureau 
data, it has been estimated that 44 
percent of voting age blacks ac- 

-tually went to the polls in the 1972 > 
election, compared to an overall | 
tumout of 55. percent all voters. 

The JCPS report notes, however, 
that. “the large number of variables... 
involved in this type of analysis 
leaves many interpretations open.” j 
Nevertheless, an increase in the 
black vote in these districts could 
make a crucial difference in future _ 
elections. 

Districts in which the: black 
voting age population is greater — 
than. the..1972 winner's. margin. — 
range from some similar to the 
Fourth Congressional District in 
North-Garolina;-where-the-number— 
of blacks of voting age was 68 
times the winner's margin, to Penn- 
sylvania's First Congressional 
District, where the winner's over- 
whelming margin reduced the 
potential for the large black voting 
age population to have a clear in- 
fluence. : 

Of the 58 districts in which 
blacks are-25 percent or more"of 
the overall population, 37 are in the 
South. The District of Columbia is 
not included because its member is 
not a voting representative, but a 
non-voting delegate. 

Thirteen of the 58 districts have 
black. populations.of 50 percent or. 
more, and of these 13, 11 seats are 
now held by biacks, the JCPS study - 
reports. One is now vacant because 
of the death of a black i 
congressman, George P. Collins of : 
Chicago, and another is held bya 
white, congressman, Peter W. } 
Rodina (D-N.J.). ! 

In addition to these, there are 11 
districts in which the black 
population is between 40 and 49 
‘percent of the total: Two of these 
seats are held by blacks; one, for- 
merly held by a white congressman, 
is vacant, and the other eight are ? 
held by whites. The nine seats now 
or formerly held by whites include 
three in Mississippi, and one each 
in MHlinols, Louisiana, New-York, 

North Garolina, South Carolina, and 
Tennessee.

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Welcome War Dodgers Home 


The» nation is beginning to wonder 
What to do about those other ‘prisoners 
of the war, those who fled the country 
rather than obey commands to the 
Vietnamese fronts to fight a strange 
enemy, the Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese 

When those deserters, who are now 
abroad (a kind of prison for them for 
they cannot come home as they 
choose), deserted the Army and fled. 
they were not much different from many 
Americans who protested the war, who 
demonstrated-againstthe war. a war 
that had Congress trying to find a way 
to stop it even by shutting off funds to 
support it 

The war has just about ended. and 
those who got themselves captured are 
returning home across the ‘red carpet 
weicome*—and- all of that 

Everyone has turned his back on the 
deserters; as they are called, because 
they did not stay and fight for their 
country. Yes, it was their country, but 
Was il their country al war or was their 
country committed .to send a 
constabylary torce to help out a fellow 
nation of the Southeastern Asia 
alliance? - 

The President of the United States 
did not go before Congress and declare 
that a state of war existed between the 
United States and such a country.

The crux of the problem: is. were 
those men who fled draft dodgers or 
were they deserters? The -term 
“deserted” carries the connotation of a 
man who leaves his post of duty during 
a war between his .nation and an 
enemy. The United States was helping 
South Vietnam as were North Korea 
and’ Australia, along with other 
members of the alliance. 

The nation was there by agreement of 
mutual help in defense against an 
enemy of the alliance who initiated 
armed conflict. The Senate of the 
United States had confitmed America’s 
membership in that alliance in the 50’s” 

There are great depths in the rea! 
causes of the struggle and America’s 
commanding participation in it, but it

Good nutrition is. like motherhood 
and apple pie—everybody favors it. But 
like other things that we know to be 
good, we don't necessarily practice it. 
We know that a women’s nutritional 
status before, during and after 
‘pregnancy contributes to the wellbeing 
of both herself and her infant. It follows 
that what she eats before she con- 
ceives and while she is pregnant is of 
vital importance to-the health of future 
generations. 

One .age group, teenagers, is 
notorious for their desregard of good 
nutritionpractices ‘and for~ their~ten= 
dency to exist on fries, chips, ham- 
burgers, pizza and soft drinks 
Teenagers have one-sixth of all babies. 
Pregnancy for the youngest in this age 
group is already more ‘risky than for 
older women. It becomes even more so 
when inadequate diet is added to the 
risks already present 


practiced before pregnancy, it is im- 
portant that they be begun as Soon as 
pregnancy is known, How are diet 
deficiencies in need of correction 
revealed? One common technique is to 
analyze the complete diet history for a 
period of 24 or 48 hours, This will 
usually be representative of the per- 
son's normal diet. 

Without listing specific diet advice, 
the Committee on Nutrition of The 
American College of Obstetricians and 
Gynecologists states several sound 
nutritional principles which apply 
generally to pregnant women. 

1. A diet providing adequate intake of 
protein, particularly from animal sour- 
ces, should be insured. 

2. A diet providing, approximately 10 
per cent more calories*than required for 
the non-pregnant state is advisable. 

3. Weight gaih during pregnancy 
should not be excessively restricted, 
nor is this. normally a time to attempt to 
reduce weight. The average weight

During her presentation Miss de Henriquez traced the 
history and development of sculpture from Donatello through 
modem times. in the process; she was informative and 
humorous and you found yourself learning much more about 
sculpture than you ever thought you could in one evening. 
Her narrative description of an artist's feelings at the time he 
is Creating a work was the finest bit of communication that’ 
have ever witnessed. At time one got the feeling that it was 
almost a beautiful religious experience. She said that sculp- 
tures often fall in love with their subjects but it is a short

she said that.as.a child she had always hated Micheangelo. 
She said everything that she thought of scuipturing, he had 
already done it and well. As for Rodin, she said that he came 
along and resculptured all the things that others had done 
before and did a good job of it.

As a result of Rodin's works she 
said everybody begin thinking that they could sculpture and 
many people used it to express their. mental problems,.On the 
other hand, she said she guessed that it was better for them 
to have their problems “out than ‘in.

Her audience loved her answer 
and they applauded vigorously. 

In no uncertain terms she {et her listeners know that she 
was anything=but impressed by the President's Meads that 
were sculptured out of the rock of Mt. Rushmore. She said 
that abstract art just wasn’t her thing and she got a 


toothache when she walked into a museum where it: was 
displayed. 

Miss de Henriquez began sculpturing when she was 14 
years of age and since that time she has completed 4000 
pieces.of sculpture, most of which she sold herself, She lives 
in England and owns a.village in ner native italy. Her ac- 
ceptance by the Italians came long after her success in many 
other parts of the worid, including England where she lives 
most of.the time. 

Her works are in the private collections of many famous 
people and | must add wealthy people.

nurses always female, etc. 


_ Pictures in a spelling book 


were exclusively boys (shown 
a astronauts; deep sea 
divers, etc.) and in books 
where animals were used, an 
apron and frilly hat on one 
avoided.any..question._of 
which was which. 

The message was 
everywhere. Even consonants 
and vowels got in the act in a 
grammar book where con- 
sonants were shown as boys 
and vowels (weak and depen- 
dent) as giris. 

One. person at the con- 
ference who has surveyed 
some language books, not 
knowing what to expect, 
found that_pictures of-giris 
depicted them.as.crying,.day 
dreaming, rolling out dough, 
sewing and ice skating. 
Professional roles were 
limited to teaching and 
secretarial. 

Also discussed were dif- 
ficulties encountered by boys 
or girls wanting to take cour- 
ses associated with the op- 
posite sex .such as home 
economics or industrial arts. 
Even where this is allowed, 
they are often discouraged by 
counselors or by the fact that 
the course is geared to one 
sex. In sewing, for instance,
